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THE  EAST  INDIA  COMPANY  SILVER  C’s  FANAMS 
OF  THE  MADRAS  PRESIDENCY  1689-1807

A  series  of  silver  coins  which  have  constituted  a  puzzle  to  the  collector  in  their 
correct  attribution  and  period  of  use,  are  the  C’s  fanams  issued  by  the  East  India 
Company  during  the  17th  and  18th  centuries.  (See  illustration  on  plate  56). 

In  the  Numismatic  Circular,  March,  1962,  the  present  writer  attempted  to  place 
their  area  of  circulation  to  the  Malabar  coast.  This  was  based  upon  an  imperfect 
record  and  the  erroneous  identification  of  another  series  of  coins,  then  believed  to 
have  been  Madras  fanams,  A  later  article  in  the  Num.  Circ.,  June,  1962,  by  J.  P.  C. 
Kent,  disputed  the  Malabar  attribution,  and  pointed  out  that  by  style  comparison 
some  of  the  C’s  fanams  showed  a  relation  to  the  Madras  Star  gold  pagoda,  and  that 
their  origin  and  circulation  was  more  likely  to  be  the  Madras  Presidency  than  the 
Malabar  coast. 

Subsequent  research  has  at  last  resolved  the  problem. 

From  the  date  of  its  founding  c.  1643,  until  May,  1689,  the  Madras  or  Fort 
St.  George  mint  struck  no  coin  in  silver.  Their  issues  consisted  of  gold  and  copper. 
One  gold  coin  was  a  fcinam ,  a  very  tiny  piece  weighing  about  3  grains  troy  and  of  a 
much  debased  quality. 

In  coining  this  minute  gold  fanam,  the  Company  incurred  losses  and  in  Septem¬ 
ber  1681  they  deemed  it  advisable  to  suspend  their  minting.  Although  the  records 
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have  not  yet  been  traced,  there  is  evidence  in  subsequent  documents  that  the  Madras 
Council  contemplated  the  substitution  of  this  old  gold  fanam  by  a  larger  and  heavier 
coin  struck  in  silver.  It  is  also  evident  that  a  design  had  been  approved  and  dies 
actually  made  in  preparation  for  such  a  coinage. 

The  eventual  inception  of  a  silver  coinage  at  the  Madras  mint  was  the  result  of 
orders  received  from  the  Court  of  Directors  in  1687.  On  the  12th  April,  1686,  the 
Company  had  obtained  from  King  James  II,  a  charter  which  granted  them  the 
power  to  coin  any  species  of  money  usually  coined  by  the  Princes  of  India.  Following 
the  receipt  of  the  Charter,  the  Court  directed  their  President  and  Council  of  Fort 
St.  George  (Madras)  to  coin  silver  rupees. 

Serious  consideration  was  accorded  by  the  Madras  Council  to  this  order  of  the 
Court.  For  several  years  they  had  been  attempting  to  obtain  the  authority  of  the 
King  of  Golconda  to  strike  the  silver  rupee  in  the  Madras  mint  as  that  was  the  coin 
most  in  demand  for  their  trade  in  Bengal.  To  have  struck  a  rupee  denomination 
without  the  authority  of  the  native  government,  even  though  it  contained  an  English 
design,  would  have  been  most  unwise  in  the  conditions  then  prevailing,  thus  after 
deliberation  the  Council  deemed  it  advisable  to  restrict  their  largest  silver  denomina¬ 
tion  to  four  fanams.  On  the  9th  August,  1688,  they  therefore  ordered  the  minting 
of  four  silver  denominations  in  dollar  fineness  and  selected  a  design.

Obverse  design :  The  Company’s  mark  within  a  wreath  of  laurel  with  madras 

and  the  date  below. 

Reverse  design:  The  value  of  the  coin  in  Jentu1  across  the  face  reading  the 

ENGLISH  FOUR  FANAM  etc. 

This  coinage  never  took  place.  The  Minters  were  averse  to  the  coinage  of  silver 
and  demanded  10  fanams  per  seer  mintage  charges  and  waste.  To  this  demand, 
which  the  Council  considered  to  be  extravagantly  high,  the  President  threatened  to 
discharge  them  and  employ  a  new  Bramin  and  Minters.  Under  this  pretence,  the 
minters  were  prevailed  upon  to  undertake  the  coinage  of  silver,  but  it  was  not  until 
August,  1690,  when  a  firm  contract  was  signed  with  the  Minters  which  allowed  them 
24  fanams  per  cent,  that  the  matter  was  settled. 

Another  problem  encountered  was  the  preparation  of  dies  to  the  design  required 
by  the  Council.  Even  the  largest  denomination,  the  4  fanam,  would  be  a  small  coin, 
and  the  lower  values  more  so,  particularly  the  \  fanam.  The  skill  of  the  Madras  die 
or  stamp  cutter  was  not  equal  to  the  task,  and  after  a  number  of  unsuccessful  attempts, 
the  matter  was  again  referred  to  the  Council  for  orders.  The  Consultations  of  the 
2nd  May,  1689,  records  the  following: 

“After  long  endeavours  for  making  stamps  for  the  silver  coynes  .  .  .  Tis 
therefore  order’d  that  .  .  .  silver  be  coyned  according  to  the  former  stamp 
made” 

Minting  of  the  fanams  must  have  been  completed  within  a  few  days,  for  on  the 
15th  May,  1689,  a  Proclamation  was  published  which  announced  their  details. 

The  weight  of  the  new  silver  fanam  was  the  same  as  determined  the  previous 
August,  viz.  19  troy  grains.  Three  denominations  were  issued — double  fanam, 
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Jentu -Tcluga-Gcwrw — a  corruption  of  the  Portuguese  Gentio,  heathen,  as  opposed  to 
the  Moor  or  Musalman. 
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single  fanam  and  a  half  fanam.  They  were  to  pass  throughout  the  Garrison  and 
City  without  hinderance  at  the  rate  of  36  fanams  for  one  gold  pagoda  and  the  penalty 
for  clipping  or  counterfeiting  the  coin  was  death  under  English  Law. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  despite  the  last  clause,  counterfeiters  had  been 
detected  and  apprehended  by  December  of  the  same  year. 

Specimens  of  the  coins  of  this  initial  silver  issue  are  recorded  and  return  the 
weights  specified.  Their  design  is: 

Obv. :  A  single  standing  Hindu  deity  within  a  beaded  rim. 

Rev. :  Two  c’s  interlinked  DC,  also  within  a  beaded  rim. 

Compared  to  later  issues  of  the  coins  in  the  last  half  of  the  18th  century,  this  first 
issue  show  an  extremely  neat  style  and  the  entire  design  is  on  the  flan. 

What  is  most  intriguing  is  the  design  adopted  which  is  at  variance  to  that  ordered 
in  1688,  but  as  we  now  know,  was  taken  from  a  former  stamp .  In  the  Council’s 
debate  in  1688  there  is  a  reference  to  an  order  having  been  long  since  made  for  the 
coinage  of  silver  fanams,  but  neglected  by  the  Assay  Marker.  From  this  it  is  possible 
to  suggest  the  origin  of  the  designs. 

The  obverse  showing  the  single  standing  figure  of  a  Hindu  deity  must  have  been 
copied  from  the  form  then  in  use  on  the  Madras  minted  gold  pagoda,  and  the  two 
interlinked  c’s  on  the  reverse  are  most  likely  to  represent  the  initials  of  the  Christian 
names  of  King  C[harles  II]  and  Queen  Catherine],  a  design  probably  taken  from 
the  Bombay  rupee  of  1674  or  from  a  Charles  II  English  silver  coin. 

As  King  Charles  II  died  6th  February,  1685,  and  news  of  the  event  would  not 
reach  India  until  the  arrival  of  the  ships  sent  out  that  season,  it  can  be  concluded 
that  the  decision  long  since  made  to  institute  a  silver  fanam  coinage  had  taken  place 
during  the  period  September,  1681,  and  September,  1685.  Force  of  circumstances 
thus  caused  the  issue  of  coins  in  1689  bearing  an  allusion  to  a  deceased  King  of 
England,  it  is  particularly  noted  in  the  order  of  2nd  May,  1689,  that  “when  better 
stamps  can  be  had  to  recall  these”,  but  this  was  never  done.  Once  established  as  a 
circulating  coin,  the  initial  design  continued  unchanged  long  after  it  conveyed  any 
meaning  to  an  English  sovereign. 


2nd  Issue  1690-1763 

The  new  coins  were  accepted  by  the  people  and  circulated  without  objection. 
Due  to  their  larger  size  and  heavier  weight,  they  were  not  so  subject  to  loss  as  was 
the  tiny  gold  fanam,  but  one  difficulty  not  foreseen  by  the  Council  was  an  increase  in 
the  price  of  silver.  This  had  a  double  effect.  Their  area  of  circulation  was  extended 
beyond  the  Fort  and  City  of  Madras  and  they  were  also  melted  down  privately  for 
their  metal  content.  Both  conditions  created  a  scarcity  of  fanams  in  the  Madras 
markets.  To  continue  to  coin  them  at  their  existing  quality  and  weight  would  have 
resulted  in  losses  to  the  Company,  so,  on  the  21st  July,  1690,  the  Council  ordered 
that  the  weight  of  the  fanams  should  be  reduced.  Thirty  fanams  were  now  required 
to  be  struck  from  the  standard  ounce,  but  the  quality  or  fineness  was  to  remain  the 
same  at  dollar  standard. 


Under  this  order,  a  new  series  of  coins  was  struck,  but  with  their  weights  reduced

Like  the  1689  issue,  the  new  coins  minted  in  1690  and  later  are  well  struck,  but 
there  is  a  falling  off  in  style  in  later  years.  The  design  continued  unchanged  and  the 
principle  means  of  distinguishing  the  first  and  second  issues  is  weight,  which  is 
remarkably  accurate. 
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In  September,  1693,  orders  were  given  for  the  calling  in  of  all  gold  fanams 
circulating  in  the  city,  and  from  then  onwards  the  silver  fanam,  rated  at  36  to  the 
gold  pagoda,  became  the  popular  small  currency  used  in  the  bazaar. 

3rd  Issue  1764-1807(?) 

Throughout  the  period  1690  to  1763,  the  coinage  of  the  silver  fanam  was  extensive. 
Positive  records  have  been  traced  of  large  quantities  in  given  years  and  others 
undoubtedly  took  place  as  required. 

On  the  31st  December,  1763,  the  existing  contract  with  the  minter  for  the  fanam 
coinage  expired.  Under  this  contract,  the  minter  had  furnished  the  Company  with 
fanams  at  the  rate  of  41^  per  pagoda,  but  he  would  not  renew  his  contract  at  a  better 
rate  than  40^.  This  was  thought  by  the  Council  to  be  too  large  a  difference  and 
discussions  took  place  with  the  minter  and  Shroffs  to  obtain  better  terms.  In  the 
discussions,  it  was  claimed  that  the  coins  were  being  melted  down  for  recoinage  into 
rupees  by  native  mints,  but  the  minter  suggested  that  if  the  Council  would  agree  to 
his  being  allowed  to  add  sufficient  alloy  to  the  silver,  so  as  to  make  the  quality  of  the 
fanam  lower,  he  would  agree  to  coin  them  at  41  Jr  fanams  per  pagoda. 

The  Council  objected  to  this  proposal  to  lower  the  quality  of  the  coin,  but  as 
there  was  at  that  time  a  great  shortage  of  silver,  they  determined  to  reduce  the  weight 
so  as  to  make  the  fanam  turn  out  42  fanams  to  the  pagoda  reckoning  320  rupees 
per  100  pagodas.  The  weight  of  the  fanam  was  therefore  reduced  from  16  grains  to 
14.125  grains  and  the  contractor  agreed  to  these  terms. 

This  decision  of  the  Council  was  approved  by  the  Court  of  Directors  in  1765, 
but  they  did  comment  that  they  wished  some  other  measure  could  have  been  found 
to  avoid  the  reduction  in  the  weight  as  they  considered  this  would  reflect  adversely 
to  the  credit  of  the  mint. 

To  this  decision  we  must  now  attribute  the  double  and  single  fanams  weighing: 

dwt.  grs. 

Double  fanam  . .  . .  . .  1  4J  (or  28.25  grains) 

Single  fanam  ..  ..  ..  —  14 -J  (or  14.125  grains) 

No  half  fanams  appear  to  have  been  struck  of  this  3rd  series. 

A  distinctive  feature  of  this  last  issue  is  their  crude  manufacture  and  the  use  of 
dies  too  large  for  the  flans.  Consequently,  only  a  portion  of  the  full  design  occurs 
on  the  coins.  As  a  separate  issue  the  coins  are  easily  recognised  by  the  change  in  the 
form  of  the  deity  on  the  obverse.  His  outline  is  almost  identical  to  that  which  appears 
on  the  Madras  star  pagoda,  a  coin  introduced  into  circulation  in  1741. 

This  last  issue  continued  until  about  August,  1807,  when  a  new  series  was 
introduced  following  the  erection  of  a  new  mint  and  improvements  in  minting 
techniques.

In  1876  his  listed  range  was:  heraldic  &  ornamental  diesinker,  medallist,  designer  and  paper 
embosser,  general  stamper  of  ornaments,  brooches,  beads,  &c.  for  gilt  and  plated  jewellers 
(-v  ?),  manulacturer  of  book  &  album  clasps,  and  rims  for  pocket  books,  needle  cases,  &c., 
checks  labels,  brace  buckles  and  belt  clasps. 

Yet  so  lar  only  the  second  address  out  of  all  this  array  has  been  encountered  on  signed 
English  checks  of  his:  viz.  the  public  house  check  already  mentioned  and  others  naming 
simply  the  King's  Arms ,  Hereford,  and  the  Orange  Tree  Inn ,  Hereford. 

Particulars  of  his  check  for  an  issuer  in  Sydney  are  still  lacking,  and  information  from  any 
Australian  or  other  reader  who  has  encountered  a  specimen  would  be  welcome. 


BIRD,  Joseph  Grant—;  BDM — 

Occurring  among  several  of  the  same  name  who  were  active  in  similar  trades  around  the 
mid-century,  he  operated: 

1861-73  453  New  John  Street  West. 

as  an  historical,  heraldic,  and  architectural  seal  engraver  and  manufacturer' of  checks ,  coins , 
brass  labels,  bone  buttons,  and  toolmaker. 

His  particulars  occur  on  the  following  check: 

Obv.  “T.  Godwin  /  General  /  Havelock  /  +  Inn  +  /  (ornament)  /  Aston  Road”. 

Rev.  “J-  Bird  maker  /  Bagatelle  / 1  Jd  /  -X-  Check  -X-  /  New  John  St.  West,  Birmingham”. 

The  General  Havelock ,  first  listed  1862/3,  was  at  18  Aston  Road  North,  Birmingham.  Thomas 
Godwin  had  it  in  1866-82,  hence  the  check  was  issued  within  1866-73.

APPLICATION  FOR  A  SUBSIDY 

The  Organizing  Committee  for  the  International  Numismatic  Congress  of  1973  will 
provide  subsidies  for  some  younger  scholars  who  would  not  be  able  to  participate  without 
financial  assistance.  These  subsidies  will  take  the  form  of  a  cash  grant  designed  to  cover  living 
expenses  in  New  York  and  Washington  during  the  period  of  the  Congress,  September  10-17.

COMMENTS  ON  TWO  RECENT  “BYZANTINE”  ARTICLES 

Dear  Sir.  Although  the  illustration  is  none  too  clear,  it  is  unfortunately  apparent  that 
Air.  Marx’s  unpublished  tetarteron  of  Irene  Ducas  is  in  fact  a  not  uncommon  follaro  of  Roger 
II  of  Sicily  (a.d.  1140-48).  The  reference  for  this  coin  is  Sambon,  “Repertorio  Gcnerale  delle 
Aionete  Coniate  in  Italia,  periodo  dal  476  al  1266”,  No.  898. 
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On  what  Mr.  Marx  designates  the  obverse,  the  sole  legend  consists  of  the  letter  and 
numerals  5  to  the  left  of  the  standing  figure  of  Roger.  Although  Mr.  Marx  describes  the  figure 
as  resting  her  right  hand  on  her  heart,  this  seems  to  be  just  the  fold  of  Roger’s  cloak  and  he 
does  in  fact  hold  a  globus  cruciger  which  has  apparently  been  mistaken  for  the  letters  £  which 

the  author  mentions  in  a  footnote  as  not  being  very  clear.  Again,  the  letters  ic  xc  are  described 
as  being  very  worn  and  although  this  legend  is  the  one  appropriate  to  the  type,  there  is,  in  fact, 
no  legend  on  this  side  of  the  coin.  The  corners  of  the  back  of  the  throne,  however,  terminate  in 
pyramids  of  three  globes,  thus: —  and  it  is  possible  that  these  have  been  mistaken  for  an 
inscription. 

A  further  feature  aiding  the  identification  of  this  piece  is  the  fact  that  while  the  obverse  has 
only  one  border,  the  reverse  has  two,  a  feature  which  can  be  seen  clearly  on  Mr.  Marx’s 
specimen.  Not  too  clear  on  the  photograph,  but  probably  visible  on  the  original,  is  the  beard 
worn  by  the  standing  figure,  a  feature  that  would  rule  out  Irene. 

At  many  periods  the  coinage  of  Byzantium  provides  the  prototypes  for  issues  of  surrounding 
states — the  Normans,  the  Dukes  of  Beneveutum  and  Naples,  the  kingdoms  of  Bulgaria  and 
Serbia  and  several  other  states.  Often  the  copies  are  of  a  very  high  quality  and  it  is  as  necessary 
for  the  student  of  Byzantine  coins  to  have  a  knowledge  of  these  derivative  issues  as  of  the  regular 
Byzantine  issues. — 61.  Bendall,  Flat  138,  Park  West,  Marble  Arch ,  London  W.2. 

Dear  Sir.  Bearing  in  mind  the  letter  on  criticism  in  your  issue  of  Feb.  ’70,  p.  52/3,  I  feel 
I  must  comment  on  two  rather  unfortunate  articles  on  the  Byzantine  series  that  have  appeared 
recently  in  the  Bulletin. 

The  more  serious  was  by  M.  M.  Marx  (July  ’71)  entitled  “An  unpublished  Tetarteron  of 
Irene  Ducas”.  Mr.  Marx  has  obviously  done  considerable  research  and  work  on  this  coin  but 
not  apparently  on  the  coins  of  the  Norman  Kings  of  Sicily. 

The  coin  illustrated  (plate  46)  is  clearly  an  issue  attributed  to  Roger  II.  This  was  published 
by  G.  Sambon  (Repertorio  generale  delle  monete  coniate  in  Italia,  Paris  1912)  No.  898,  but 
unfortunately  not  illustrated.  To  my  knowledge  the  piece  is  not  rare  as  most  public  and  private 
collections  of  this  series  possess  specimens. 

I  illustrate  one  from  my  collection  (plate  56)  on  which  the  details  are  clearer.  The  inscription 
to  the  left  of  the  standing  figure  (usually  bearded)  is  L,  which  we  take  to  indicate  Roger  II. 

This  series  was  of  course  strongly  influenced  by  Byzantine  types  and  styles. 

The  other  article  (June  ’71)  was  by  D.  Herman,  entitled  “Confirmation  of  a  rare  Justin 
and  Justinian  Follis  first  published  by  Sabatier”.  My  comments  concerning  this  coin  (illustrated 
plate  40)  do  not  challenge  the  confirmation  but  the  use  of  a  defective  specimen  for  such.  Two 
vital  details  are  lacking,  the  mint-mark  and  officina. 

We  are  in  no  doubt  of  the  existence  of  this  type,  I  know  of  about  seven  specimens.  But  the 
problem  is  the  mint-maik  nikan  which  I  take  to  be  a  mis-reading  of  nikm.  I  illustrate  one  by 
courtesy  of  the  Ashmolean  Museum  on  which  the  M  is  rather  drawn  out.  This  on  a  worn 
specimen  could  be  mis-read  as  an  (or  an).1 

From  the  above  I  wish  to  emphasize  two  points.  Firstly  that  if  a  coin  is  to  be  used  to  make 
a  significant  numismatic  point  then  it  ought  to  possess  at  least  its  principal  details.  Worn  and 
overstruck  coins  can  often  be  very  deceptive. 

Secondly  I  feel  there  needs  to  be  much  more  discussion  amongst  students  of  a  series  before 
articles  are  committed  to  print.  If  necessary  copies  could  be  sent  fiist  for  comment  to  any  of  the 
leading  authorities  who  would  no  doubt  be  pleased  to  offer  guidance. — J.  T.  Roper,  London.

QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS 

Q.  How  does  one  properly  attribute  the  Roman  mint  mark  “CON”  to  Constantina  (Arles)  or 
Constantinopolis  ( Istanbul )  when  it  appears  on  coins  struck  while  the  two  mints  were  operating 
concurrently — e.g.,  I  have  several  bronzes  of  Valens  (364-378)  with  the  mint  mark  “ PCON ”  ? 

A.  Differentiation  between  the  mints  of  Arelate/Constantina  and  Constantinopolis  is  not 
difficult  if  careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  officina  marks  accompanying  the  mint  names.  Arelate, 
being  a  Western  mint,  employed  the  Latin  system,  with  officina  letters  P,  S  and  T,  representing 
Prima  (first  officina),  Secunda  (second)  and  Tenia  (third).  Occasionally  these  would  be  expressed 
as  OF  I,  OF  II  and  OF  III.  Constantinopolis,  however,  being  the  Eastern  Capital,  used  Greek 
numerals  to  denote  the  various  officinae,  e.g.,  a,  b,  r,  a,  e,  etc.  Thus,  the  coin  of  Valens  with 
mint-mark  PCON  would  have  been  issued  by  the  first  workshop  (Prima)  of  the  Arelate  mint: 
a  coin  from  the  same  workshop  of  the  Constantinopolis  mint  would  have  borne  the  mark 
CONSPA  or  CONSA. 
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British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  held  on  June 
22nd,  Mr.  Derek  Allen  was  elected  to  Honorary  Mem¬ 
bership,  in  recognition  of  his  distinguished  services  to 
numismatic  science,  and  as  an  Officer  of  the  Society. 

_  The  President,  Mr.  Rigold,  read  a  paper  on  jettons. 
The  speaker  explained  that  he  approached  the  subject 
from  the  archaeological,  not  the  numismatic  aspect. 
In  some  degree,  jettons  replaced  base  metal  coins  in 
excavations.  The  main  studies  on  jettons  had  been  made 
in  France  and  Belgium  in  the  mid-19th  century.  An 
English  work  on  the  subject  was  Barnard’s  “The  Casting 
Counter  and  Counting  Board”.  Barnard  had  made  fun¬ 
damental  errors  in  classification.  These  had  been 
corrected  by  Dr.  Lawrence  in  a  short  but  important 
paper  in  the  Numismatic  Chronicle.  Jettons  were  mass 
produced,  and  of  cosmopolitan  distribution.  The  same 
types  were  used  over  a  wide  area.  After  the  14th  century, 
almost  all  were  made  outside  Britain,  and  their  use  here 
was  rare  after  1610.  It  was  to  be  noted  that  at  this  time, 
the  farthing  tokens  were  first  issued,  and  that  Arabic 
figures  were  in  general  use  by  the  beginning  of  the  17th 
century.  Jettons  were  made  for  calculation,  not  money, 
and  they  were  used  on  a  reckoning  board.  The  use  of  a 
complete  set  of  jettons  was  necessary.  They  were  also 
used  for  gaming  counters. 

Mr.  Rigold  went  on  to  the  classification  of  the  jettons, 
showing  slides  of  the'  various  types.  He  first  mentioned 
the  mereau,  which  was  not  a  jetton  proper.  These  were 
made  of  a  soft  alloy.  They  were  largely  used  in  religious 
institutions,  and  included  the  “Boy  Bishop”  tokens. 
In  England,  the  jettons  were  semi-pierced  by  law,  to 
prevent  their  use  as  coins.  The  earliest  English  jettons 
were  contemporary  with  the  first  Edwardian  pennies. 
Their  designs  followed  the  Fox  brothers’  classification  of 
the  pennies,  and  they  must  have  been  made  by  people 
with  some  connection  with  the  Tower  Mint.  Sometimes 
copies  of  obsolete  pennies  were  made,  such  as  coins  of 
William  I.  The  next  types  of  jettons  described  were 
larger,  and  were  copies  of  French  gold  coins  of  the  14th 
century.  There  followed  descriptions  of  later  English 
types,  and  jettons  modelled  on  the  French  tournois  coins. 
The  latest  types,  which  were  also  the  most  common 
jettons  were  those  struck  at  Nuremburg.  These  did  not 
start  until  1470. 

In  winding  up  the  discussion  on  the  paper,  Mr.  Blunt 
asked  why  there  were  no  documents  on  the  jettons, 
he  also  questioned  if  they  could  have  been  used  as  small 
change.

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RESULTS  OF  POETRY  COMPETITION 


Quite  soon  after  the  first  poems  arrived  we  decided  that  we  zvould  not  judge  the  winner  ourselves , 
likely  we  would  keep  only  one  friend — the  winner ,  and  lose  the  others  that  should ,  of  course,  have 
won.  We  were,  therefore,  fortunate  and  thankful  that  Mr.  Charles  Beatty,  author,  inventor,  and 
nephew  of  Admiral  Beatty ,  very  kindly  agreed  to  do  it  for  us.  However,  before  presenting  his 
results  and  comments ,  we  would  like  to  accept  some  responsibility  by  stating  that  the  main  criteria 
to  which  he  has  applied  his  expertise  were  agreed  between  us  beforehand.  Mr.  Beatty  thought  it 
would  be  interesting  to  speculate  as  to  what  his  uncle  ( the  Admiral )  zvould  have  replied  if,  at  fourteen, 
he  had  asked  him  what  all  his  “ old  medals ”  zvere  for  ! 


Here  then  are  Mr.  Beatty’s  findings : 

It  would  have  been  difficult  to  soit  out  the  majority  of  entries  were  it  not  for  a  common 
fault  among  the  writers.  They  failed  to  appreciate  the  craftiness  of  the  test: — “Imagine  you 
are  writing,  in  verse,  to  your  fourteen  year  old  nephew  in  answer  to  his  question  'What  are  all 
those  old  medals  of  yours  for.  Uncle  ?’  ” 

What  is  wanted  must  be: 

(a)  Verse  rather  than  poetry,  but  not  excluding  it. 

(b)  Uncle’s  personal  appreciation  of  his  own  medals,  for  his  nephew  only.  . 

(c)  Originality — because  of  the  personal  angle — which  rules  out  parody. 

Uncle’s  personal  appreciation  derives  from  his  experience,  which  is  limited  by  his  Service. 
The  lad  is  fourteen,  so'  was  born  in  1956.  If  his  father  is  the  same  age  as  his  uncle,  more  or  less, 
and  married  at  around  thirty,  then  Uncle  is  now  forty-four  and  was  born  in  1927.  It  follows 
that  he  would  be  only  twelve  or  thirteen  when  the  last  war  started  so  limiting  his  opportunity 
for  collecting  medals  at  first  hand.  We  had  better  assume  that  Father  was  a  slow  starter  and 
did  not  marry  until  he  was  forty,  which  makes  Uncle  at  least  twenty-one  at  the  beginning  of 
the  1939  International  Knock-out.  Certainly  a  fourteen  year  old  nephew  would  be  unlikely 
to  have  an  Uncle  who  had  fought  in  the  Boer  War.  This  therefore  rules  out  all  entries  concerned 
with  wars  previous  to  1914-1918;  which  is  a  pity  because  there  is  plenty  ot  heart-stirring  stuff 
about  South  Africa,  Peninsular  and  way  back.  A  verse  from  O.  D.  Cresswell’s  poem  for  instance : 

I  hate  the  dawn  I  will  not  see. 

I  hate  the  fatal  bugle  calls. 

Glory  ?  Fame  ?  T’is  not  to  be 

I  die  on  Badajoz’s  walls. 


Or  a  verse  from  Lt.  Col.  B.  A.  H.  Parritt’s  entry. 

Now  here’s  a  well-shined  pair  that’s  been  worn  with  pride  and  care. 
They  represent  both  snow  and  burning  sun ; 

From  Balaclava’s  freeze,  to  Lucknow’s  dread  disease, 

They  tell  a  tale  of  suffering,  guts,  and  fear. 

The  same  reasoning  also  rules  out  Uncle’s  participation  in  Borneo,  Malay  Peninsular,  or 
South  Arabia  as  nephew  would  be  unlikely  to  refer  to  them  as  old,  and  he  certainly  ought  to 
know  what  they  were  for. 

Having  so  reduced  the  field,  I  am  left  with  half  a  dozen  entries  to  put  through  a  difTcrt.ni 
sort  of  sieve:  psychological.  It  is  no  easy  matter  to  write  a  letter  as  Uncle  to  Nephew  on  a 
subject  which  must  be  close  to  the  man’s  heart  yet  may  be  far  from  the  boy’s.  Kipling  is  no 
longer  with  us.  Unless  it  can  be  laced  with  irony,  sentiment,  alas,  is  out  of  vogue.  This  principle 
evidentlv  guided  the  three  entries  which  passed  that  sieve.  No  declamation  here,  rather  the 
skater’s  approach  to  thin  ice,  a  curly  course  with  many  a  figure;  which,  though  it  may  decei\  e 
nephew,  is  unlikely  to  conceal  from  adults  the  fact  that  Uncle  is  on  a  spot.  What  he  really 
feels  he'eannot  say,  because  that  would  be  corny.  Yet  he  cannot  pretend  what  he  does  not  feel. 
Hence  the  evasions,  and  one  clever  counter-attack  which  provides  one  on  the  snozz  tor  nephew. 


Oddly,  it  is  a  woman’s  entry. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  about  the  winner,  from  “Thraso”.  It  is  the  only  entry  which  is 
poetry  as  well  as  verse,  sticks  to  the  question,  yet  infers  the  vast  historical  sequences  of  courage. 
Here,  complete,  is  the  winning  entry. 


Life  is,  my  boy,  a  fleeting  thing 
composed  of  joy  and  sorrow, 

But,  like  a  shop  in  Oxford  Street, 
Today  here,  gone  tomorrow. 
Metal,  so  we  men  have  found 
resists  time’s  depredation 
Even  when  buried  in  the  ground 
since  long-lost  generation. 


And  so,  records  of  long  done  deeds 
are  writ  on  bronze  and  brass. 

Who  stormed  the  walls  of  Massada 
and  who  fought  to  the  last. 

So  don’t  decry  my  worthless  junk 
up  in  the  old  oak  chest 
It  tells  of  weak  humanity 
That  some  men  did  their  best.

The  second  of  the  three,  from  S/Sgt.  W.  R.  Priddy,  is  of  a  different  order.  It  is  the  clear, 
dry,  direct  answer  a  lad  should  understand  better  than  any  amount  of  verbiage.  It  even  has  a 
terminal  jest,  which  sets  heroic  drama  in  neat  domestic  contrast 

Dear  Ross, 

Thanks  for  your  letter,  how  shall  I  begin  ? 

I  think  with  each  medal’s  origin. 

1  first  saw  action  in  the  desert  campaign 
Where  I  was  wounded  at  El  Alemain. 

And,  for  my  part  against  Rommel’s  tanks

For  those  battles  I  received  many  a  scar 
For  this  I  was  given  the  Italy  Star  .  .  . 

The  verse  goes  on  to  cover  his  F.  &  G.  Star,  Burma  Star,  War  and  Defence  Medals  in 
similar  vein,  finishing: 

Thanks  again  for  writing  your  letter  to  me 
Now  your  Aunt  is  calling,  its  time  for  tea. 

Must  close  now.  All  the  best,  Ross. 

She  is  calling  again.  I’m  making  your  Aunt  Victoria  cross. 

My  third  choice,  from  Mrs.  R.  N.  Y.  Price,  is  so  close  to  the  intention  of  the  competition 
that  it  must  rank,  even  though — in  my  view — it  bears  more  than  a  trace  of  parody,  perhaps  in 
more  senses  than  one,  and  all  of  them  intended.  Mrs.  Price  cannot  qualify  for  the  prize,  but 
she  deserves  a  medal.  Here  is  her  opening  verse  followed  by  her  two  last  verses. 

“You  are  old,  Father  William”,  the  young  Hippie  said. 

And  your  face  is  all  wrinkled  and  white. 

Yet  you  have  more  medals  than  hairs  on  your  head, 

Do  you  think  in  this  age  it  is  right  ?” 

“In  my  youth”,  Father  William  replied  to  the  lad, 

“It  really  was  the  done  thing, 

When  the  call  of  the  bugle  sounded  clear  from  afar. 

To  fight  for  your  country  and  King”. 

“Oh  beastly  old  Dad”,  said  the  callow  young  lad, 

And  beat  up  the  sage  with  his  crutch, 

“Make  peace,  not  war — that’s  what  life  is  for, 

Not  fighting,  and  medals  and  such. 

You  Senile  Old  Clot — here  give  me  that  lot!” 

And  the  old  man  cowered  with  fear, 

As  the  medals  he  grabbed  from  his  frail  old  dad 
To  add  to  his  military  gear. 

To  his  uniformed  coat — army  surplus,  please  note! 

Emblazoned  with  ex-Nazi  loot, 

A  Confederate  cap,  pushed  jauntily  back, 

Finished  off  with  a  high-heeled  jack-boot. 

Thus  accoutred  in  style,  he  flashed  dad  a  smile, 

“Bye-bye  you  old  war-mongering  wreck”. 

Then  he  shook  his  long  curls  and  was  lost  to  the  world 
In  the  local  discotheque. 

Overall,  I  missed  that  which  I  most  hoped  to  find.  The  essence  that  makes  magic,  not 
only  of  medals,  but  of  all  kinds  of  relics :  spiritual,  or  at  least  psychological,  trial  and  achieve¬ 
ment.  It  makes  immortals,  and  is  only  represented  by  less  enduring  items,  such  as  metal  discs. 
Compare  William  Younger: 

Words  die  as  the  rich  mouth  crumbles;  and  bronze  is  bent; 

and  the  singing  hulls  of  ships  are  broken  at  last 

by  the  regular  rhyme  of  the  waves ; 

but  the  spirit  holds  fast,  above  time, 

through  the  grave,  the  value  their  being  meant.
